To see if the town will vote to purchase an auto- 
mobile combined pumping engine and hose wagon to. be located 
at Falmuth village as recommended by engineer of the New Eng- 
land Insurance Exchange. 

Voted, that it be referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 35. To see if the town will vote to purchase three 
automobile combination wagons to be located at Woods Hole, 
North and West Falmouth, as recommended by engineer of the 
New England Insurance Exchange. 

Voted, that it be referred to next annual town meeting. 

Article 36. To see if the town will raise and appropriate 
$1500 for the Woods Hole auto chemical. 

Article 87. To see if the town will raise and, appropriate

$400 to drain King street in front of houses owned by F. E. Wal- 
lace and Laban T. Robbins. 

Voted, that $400 be appropriated for the above purpose. 

Article 47. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for the purpose of purchasing the water mains and 
hydrants now installed on property situated in the village of 
Woods Hole and owned by the Marine Biological Laboratories, 
said mains covering a distance of 683 feet on Whitman road and 
175 feet on Hyatt road. The Marine Biological Laboratory 
agrees to pay the town of Falmouth nine percent of cost until 
such time as revenue is sufficient to cover 9 percent of cost. The 
Marine Biological Laboratory further agrees to grant easement 
to the water department of the town of Falmouth over said roads 
for the maintenance of said mains until roads are accepted by the 
town. Approximate sum to be appropriated $2000. 

Voted, that the water commissioners be authorized to pur- 
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chase, at cost, the water mains and hydrants now installed on the 
property known as the Gansett property, situated in the village 
of Woods Hole and owned by the Marine Biological Laboratory, 
said main covering a distance of 683 feet on Whitman road and 
175 feet on Hyatt road, provided that the Marine Biological Lab- 
oratory shall give to the water commissioners a suitable guaranty 
of an annual income equal to 9 percent of the cost of said pipe 
and hydrants until the revenue from the same shall be equal to 
the said 9 percent of cost, and provided that the Marine Biologi- 
cal Laboratory shall give to the water department of the town of 
Falmouth an easement over said roads for the maintenance of 
the said mains until the roads are accepted by the town. That 
the sum of $2000 be raised and appropriated for the purpose 
named, the cost to be determined by suitable vouchers which 
shall be acceptable to the water commissioners. 

Article 48. To see if the town will adopt by-laws regulating 
the collection of, and the licensing of, junk dealers.

TRAFFIC REGULATIONS. 


Section 1.—The word ‘‘vehicles”’ shall include motor vehicles 
and motoreycles. Every vehicle shall abide by the laws of the 
road. 

Section 2.—No vehicle shall stop with its left side to the 
eurb. 

Section 3.—Unless in an emergency or to allow another ve- 
hicle:or a pedestrian to cross the way, no vehicle shall stop in 
any public street except close to the curb. 

Section 4.—No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street nor within ten feet of a street corner if re- 
quested not to do so by an officer. 

* ection 5.—No person having charge of a vehicle in a public 
street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the same 
as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic officer, any 
of these rules to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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Section 6.—Drivers of motor vehicles of all kinds shall, in 
approaching a crossing or in rounding a curve of a public street, 
sound their signals in such a way as to give warning to other 
vehicles and to pedestrians of their approach. 

Section 7—Vehicles must stop, or move in such a manner so 
as not to interfere with or prevent the passage of pedestrians at 
crossings, at intersections of streets in places where traffic is 
comparatively active or is congested, or in the vicinity of halls, 
entertainments or public gatherings of any kind, both pedestri- 
ans and vehicles must stop or go ahead or back up as directed by 
an officer. 

Section 8.—Vehicles used as a part of or in connection with 
the fire department while on official duty, mail vehicles, vehicles 
carrying school scholars or the vehicle of a physician making a 
professional call shall be exempt from these regulations, provided 
that in the case of a vehicle of a physician the distinguishing 
mark of a green cross on a white background is conspicuously 
displayed. : 

Section 9.—Vehicles of all kinds shall observe the rules of 
the road, and pass the Silent Policeman wherever found in the 
limits of the town on the left hand. 

Section 10—That for any violation of the foregoing regula- 
tions there shall be a fine not exceeding twenty dollars ($20) for 
each offense. 

Approved by more than two-thirds vote. Subject to ap- 
proval of attorney general and highway commission. 


BY-LAWS AS TO JUNK COLLECTION AND DEALERS. 


’ Section 1.—Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles 
in this town shall be licensed. 

Section 2.—Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 

Section 8.—Licenses under the two above sections shall be 
issued upon the terms and in the manner and form and to such 
parties as the selectmen shall designate or consider suitable per- 
sons. 
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Section 4.—All such licenses may be revoked at the pleasure 
of the selectmen and shall contain a clause so stating. 
(Penalty provided by Statutes) 
Approved by more than two-thirds vote. Subject to ap- 
proval of attorney general. 


Article 50. To see if the town will accept an additional 
tract of land which includes the Indian burying ground from the 
heirs of Francis A. Nye, the same to be used for park purposes 
under the same conditions as the tract accepted last year, or take 
any action thereon. 

(Letter from Executor) : 

To the Town of Falmouth, Mass. 

Gentlemen :—Last year you accepted the offer of Francis A. 
Nye heirs, of a parcel of land for a Memorial park and generous- 
ly exempted this land from taxation. Since that time an associa- 
tion has been incorporated consisting of summer residents of Me- 
gansett and also two prominent residents of North Falmouth, 
Mr. William B. Dillingham and Dr. Donkin. 

The heirs of the late Francis A. Nye now desire to add 
further land and the Indian burying ground: connected therewith 
to the town under the same conditions as previous gift. Unusual 
interest was excited when it was learned that, though overgrown 
with brush, the Indian burial ground would be cleared up and 
thrown open for the inspection of visitors. 

The land between this and the gift accepted last year is also 
included in the present offer as it seems eminently desirable to 
have the whole of the land beginning at the boundary of area No. 
1 to the street which runs past the Megansett post office. 

This latter gift will be accurately described in the deed to 
be given if the town acepts the offer of the additional gift.

bulkhead to be determined. 

Voted, to raise and appropriate $10,000 for the above pur- 
pose, the same to be expended by the Commission on Waterways 
and Public Lands, the State to pay the balance of the cost; style 
or type of wall or bulkhead to be determined by the commission. 

Article 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings 
of the selectmen on laying out a road in Menauhant to take the 
place of one destroyed by sea the past winter, and raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $2000 to build the same. 
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Voted, to accept the doings of the selectmen in laying out 
the above road, further consideration of the article to be referred 
te the next annual town meeting. 

Article 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the doings 
of the selectmen in relocating the road from the county road in 
Davisville to Central avenue in Menauhant. 

Voted, that the doings of the selectmen be accepted. 

Article 4. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road from near the residence of J. E. Elms at Park avenue, east- 
ward to land now or formerly of A... Washburn. 

Voted, that the said road be discontinued. 

Article 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $2500 for a combination auto fire truck for the 
village of Woods Hole, the money to be spent under the direction 
of the selectmen. 

Voted, to appropriate $2500 for the above purpose. 

Article 6. To see if the town will vote to establish October 
1st as the date when all taxes shall be payable and to charge in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent per annum from said October 
1st, pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 103, General Acts of 
1916, as amended by Chapter 190, General Acts of 1918. 

Voted, to establish October Ist as the date when all taxes 
shall be payable and to charge 6 per cent interest per annum 
after said October ist. 

Article 7. To see if the town will adopt traffic regulations 
for the regulation of vehicles which are not motor vehicles. 

Voted, that the same be referred to the next annual town 
meeting and the selectmen be instructed to publish the proposed 
regulations previous to the meeting. 

Article 8. To see if the town will authorize and direct the 
selectmen to take whatever appropriate action that may be neces- 
sary for the registration of the title in the town of Falmouth to 
the tracts of land on East Main street, known as the Poor Farm. 
By request of overseers of the poor. 

Voted, that the selectmen be so authorized and directed. 

Article 9. To see if the town will raise and appropriate a 
sum of money to furnish protection to the town in case of fire. 
The whistle on the electric light plant is now of no use, the plant 
having been closed. By request of the fire department. 
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Voted, that $750 be added to the regular appropriation of 
the fire department for the purpose of installing an electrical 
siren whistle for a fire alarm, to be placed on the grammar school 
building in Falmouth Village. 

The meeting was called to order by Seba A. Holton, modera- 
tor, at eight o’clock P. M. 

William A. Goodwin, Levi A. Howes, Willard N. Chadwick, 
Herbert F. Robbins were appointed floor tellers and were duly 
sworn by the moderator.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 


The Water Commissioners hereby submit the following as 
their report for the past year: 

Owing to unfavorable business conditions we have made but 
few improvements but have kept the plant in good condition and 
have been able to satisfy all demands for water. 

The only accidents for the year were the breaking of two 
fire hydrants by autos. 

200 feet of six inch pipe have been laid at Maravista, replac- 
ing a one inch line which had proved inadequate. The pipe for 
this purpose was on hand. The expense of laying was $81.50. 

In accordance with the vote of the town at the last annual 
meeting we have taken over the pipe line and hydrants laid by 
the Marine Biological Laboratory in that part of Woods Hole 
known as Gansett, at an expense of $1991.99 or $8.01 less than 
the appropriation. The property taken consists of 858 feet of 
six inch pipe and two fire hydrants. The Marine Biological Lab- 
oratory gives us an easement over their ways and guarantees an 
annual income of 9 per cent. on the cost of the extension until 
the regular water rates equal that amount. 

Twenty-five new services have been installed. 

In past years the chappoquoit Associates have paid a lump 
sum for water furnished to the inhabitants of the island and 
divided the expense among themselves. This contract expired 
July 1st and we were notified that the Association did not wish 
to renew it. Therefore, we have made the following agreement 
subject to approval by the town: 

The Chappoquoit Associates are to turn over their pipe lines 
and give us an easement over their private ways which will give 
us all the rights which we possess over lines in the public ways. 
We agree to keep said pipe lines in repair and to furnish water to 
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property owners at our regular rates. A copy of the treasurer’s 
letter is appended to this report. 

Conditions for the sale of water to boats and dredgers at 
the Falmouth harbor having proved unsatisfactory we have 
made arrangements whereby the sale is to be conducted by the 
Ben Berry Boat Co., which will pay us the usual meter rate for 
water sold. To accomplish this it was necessary to lay 320 feet 
of two inch pipe and install a meter. The cost of this change 
has been charged to the service account. 

The pumping station is in good condition and has done ex- 
cellent work. We have had the pumps tested for amount of slip 
and find the condition most satisfactory. 

One year ago the water in the pond was at high water mark, 
but owing to scanty rain fall during the past year, it is now 
lower than at any time during the past ten years. 

The station has been in charge of Charles B. Gardner, chief 
engineer; W. A. Turner as assistant engineer during the summer 
and fireman for the balance of the year, and Clarence E. Wirth 
as fireman during the summer. Byron P. Childs has served as 
watchman. 

The entire work has been very satisfactory. 

The financial situation has been very unfavorable for the 
following reasons: 

The extreme cold weather of last year caused many services 
and some of the smaller mains to freeze, thus entailing a large 
expense for thawing, but by the co-operation of the Buzzards 
Bay Electric Co., we were enabled to reduce the inconvenience 
to a minimum. 

The cost of fuel, supplies of all kinds and repairs have been 
enormously increased. 

In view of the above conditions we recommend no new work 
for the coming year. 

We have on hand approximately 275 tons of coal or sufficient 
to last nearly through next summer. 

There is due from the federal government $643.72 for water 
used in locomotives prior to October 1. We learn that the bill 
‘has been approved but as the money has not been received it 
cannot go into the income account, but should appear as an asset. 

We have been obliged to shut off two services for non-pay- 
ment of water rates.

ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Dear Sirs: 

Below you will find statement of changes, repairs and im- 
provements made at the station during the year. 


Engine Room. 


The high pressure steam chest of the large pump was bored 
out and a new valve fitted, the low pressure valve planed off, and 
a new valve stem. The water end had a new set of springs, and 
valves, on the suction end. A new cast iron piece 24 inches long 
was installed in the suction air chamber which cured a heavy 
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pound that occurred at times. A new stuffing box was put on 
the low pressure cylinder of one of the small pumps, replacing 
one that had been cracked for some years, and one plunge rod 
turned down. 

Boiler Room. 

The side walls of both boilers were rebuilt this spring, and 

one new tube put in No. 1 boiler. 

Living Rooms. 

No repairs of any kind has been done in these rooms this 
year. 
Water Pumped. 

The water pumped is some in excess over last year, each year 
showing a gradual increase. The pond reached an unusual low 
level and still remains so.

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COPY OF LETTER RECEIVED FROM THE TREASURER OF 
THE CHAPPOQUOIT ASSOCIATION. 


July 6, 1918. 
To Water Commissioners, 
Falmouth, Mass. 
Gentlemen :— 

Pursuant to our conference of July 1 following our exchange 
of letters of June 21 and 25 in the matter of new arrangement 
for charges and collections for the distribution of the town water 
after July 1 of this year to users who are members of Chappo- 
quoit Associates of West Falmouth, the questions in regard to 
this matter I understand have been in a general way agreed upon 
between us and settled for the time being briefly as follows: 

You are to charge individual members of our association and 
the association for the requirements of its own property, who are 
supplied through the existing mains of the association at the 
regular town rates as published by you, which are based upon 
the number and variety of service fixtures. 

You are to rely for your notification of these users of the 
town water upon the requests made by our individual members 
for the supply and upon your own observation and investigation 
of the use and extent of each individual supply. 

The association will of course be very willing to give you 
such of this information that it has at any time, and in this con- 
nection it may be noted that of the list of seventeen property 
owners at Chappoquoit which was sent yeu with my letter of 
June 21 last the houses of the following members only were un- 
opened on the first of this month: Messrs. Farnsworth, Edwards, 
Mrs. Brigham, and Estate of C. 8. Dennison. 

Your bills are sent out regularly for the water year begin- 
ning July 1 and for such of these bills to the individual 
members of the association as may be unpaid the following 
August 15 the association will, in accordance with the vote 
passed by its present directors, guarantee the payment of such 


delinquents. 
It is to be noted that this guarantee is only on account of 
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association members and does not apply to their tenants. I¢ 
would seem desirable therefore that you send out a notice that 
you look to the owner of each property for the application for 
water service. 

The vote of this guarantee is passed for the purpose of avoid- 
ing the requirement of your regulations to shut off the supply of 
water to all consumers on a common service pipe if any one of 
the number fails to pay his water bill. 

This vote and the consequent intention of the association to 
collect of any of its members who may become delinquent to the 
town indicates the ownership by the association of the water 
mains in the streets and rights of way at Chappoquoit at least 
as long as the vote stands. 

You are favorable to and will undertake that the street 
mains shall be taken over by the Water Commission agreeably to 
terms which shall be mutually satisfactory to you and to the 
association when an easemeant is given in the streets of Chappo- 
quoit for this purpose. 

I will be pleased if you will send me a written statement in 
a general form, regarding the terms of this proposed easement 
so that the matter may be brought definitely to the trustees of 
the association’s property to enable them to take action begin- 
ning to carry out this part of the arrangement. 

Until this easement is granted I understand that the associa- 
tion will care for the maintenance of the Chappoquoit mains and 
thereafter it is the intention that your commission shall have 
charge of this maintenance. 

Thanking you for your ready response to the question of 
handling the distribution of water at Chappoquoit arising from 
the termination of our contract with you which expired the first 
of this month, and awaiting your confirmation of the understand- 
ing outlined herein or any further explanation of the matter 
which may occur to you, I remain

Report of Fire Department 


To the Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen:—The board of fire engineers herewith submit 
the fifteenth annual report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1918. 


Force. 


One hundred and twenty-one men belong to the department; 
one chief engineer, nine assistants and one hundred and eleven 
call men. There are ten well organized hose companies and one 
hook and ladder company. 


Apparatus. 


The apparatus belonging to the department is as follows :— 
nine hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck. 


Location of Apparatus. 


No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town—reel and ten 
men. 

No. 2, Hose house, Main street, on town lot, owned by town— 
reel and ten men. 

No. 3, Hose house, opposite Depot avenue, owned by town—. 
reel and ten men. 

No. 4, Hose house, Quissett, owned by town—reel and nine 
men. 

No. 5, Hose house, Woods Hole, owned by town—reel and 
twenty men. 

No. 6, Hose house, West Falmouth, owned by town—reel 
and ten men. 

No. 7, Hose house, Falmouth Heights, owned by town—reel 
and ten men. 

No. 8, Hose house, East Falmouth, owned by town—reel and 
ten men. 
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No. 9, Hose house, North Falmouth, owned by town—reel 
and ten men. 

No. 10, Located in barn of Charles B. Fisher at Waquoit—- 
chemical engine and ten men. 

Hook and Ladder, No. 1, in hose house No. 2, Main street, 
company of eleven men. 


Fire Alarm. 


At Woods Hole an electrical siren whistle on the hose house. 

In Falmouth village an electrical siren whistle has been in- 
stalled in the tower of the town hall, connected with the Game- 
well Fire Alarm system, with signal boxes as follows: 

Corner of Glenwood place and Main street. 

Corner of Locust street and Depot avenue. 

Corner of Gifford street and Hast Main street. 

And the central office of the N. E. Telephone & Telegraph Co. 

The latter box will be pulled by one of the telephone opera- 
tors on request of a subscriber who gives his name and the loca- 
tion of the fire. 

Relative to alarms for fire, it is urged upon the public :— 

First—To be certain there is a fire and necessary to call the 
department. 

Second—If there is not a fire-alarm box in your immediate 
vicinity, call the telephone operator and state the location of the 
fire, its seriousness, and give your name. 

The operator will then give the alarm, next notify the chief, 
assistant chief and engineer in whose district the fire is located.

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Report of the Selectmen 


The Selectmen herewith submit their annual report for the 
year 1918: 

Only one petition for the building or acceptance of roads 
and avenues have been received, that being for a short avenue at 
Megansett which the board has had laid out and will be presented 
to the town for acceptance. 

The last annual meeting placed in our hands particularly five 
different matters. 

First-—To establish a road line from near the fountain on 
east end of the Village Green, westerly to the intersection of 
Locust street, near the residence of BH. H. C. Swift. We have 
caused a substantial curbing to be placed on the south side and 
corner where Main street enters Locust street, and will ask the 
town to accept the new layout of Main street from the fountain 
to Locust street. 

Second.—There was intrusted to our care and expenditure 
the sum of $2000 to be expended in the repairs of the town’s 
shore property at the foot of Shore street. We have had built a 
retaining wall of planks and piles and have filled in back of the 
game and believe that it will stand the ravages of the sea for 
many years. The balance of the appropriation we have placed 
in the hands of the park commissioners to be expended in filling 
in back of new seawall which the state and town have built this 
year at Falmouth Heights. 

Third.—We were also intrusted with the expenditure of $400 
to drain a portion of King street. After looking over the situa- 
tion carefully the board felt that the only permanent way to pro- 
vide proper drainage was to purchase land for the purpose of dis- 
posing of the surface water. We have purchased for the town the 
east end of lot on Shore street of George H. Turner, amply large 
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and have run a six inch drain into it from King street. This 
purchase will also allow of the draining of Shore street, as well, 
if in future years it may be become necessary. 

Fourth.—To report to the next annual meeting of the ad- 
visability of the town’s purchasing the lot of land on the east 
side of Waquoit bay, known as the Peter Lewis Wharf property. 
We have to report on this matter that the Selectmen cannot 
recommend that the town should purchase this property, believ- 
ing that the town already has sufficient landings of this character 
on the waters of Waquoit bay. 

Fifth—To expend in connection with other money raised by 
private subscription, the sum of two thousand five hundred dol- 
lars ($2500) for the purchase of an auto fire truck for the village 
of Woods Hole. The board in conjunction with, and at the re; 
quest of, the village committee have contracted and made a par- 
tial payment for a Maxim Motor Fire Truck, built by the Maxim 
Co. of Middleboro. We hope that this machine will be delivered 
to the fire department before this report is in the voters’ hands. 
The balance of the purchase price is in our hands. 

The Buzzards Bay Electric Co. has furnished current for 476 
annual and 126 summer lights. It is a matter of regret that the 
company has been obliged for the lack of coal to shut down the 
plant at D. P. harbor, and is now furnishing current taken from 
New Bedford, which at times is seriously interfered with from 
various reasons. We hope with the return of normal times as to 
transportation, cost of coal, and the many things which go to 
make up the production of electricity that the company will re. 
open its plant here and its customers be freed from the many in 
conveniences which they have had the past year.

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VOTE OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


Relative to Funds Deposited for the Care of Burial Grounds. 


Section 1. Voted, that the town will receive such sums of 
money not exceeding $500.00, as may be deposited with its treas- 
urer under the provisions of chapter 82, section 17 of the public 
statutes and chapter 186 of the acts of 1384, for the perpetual 
care of burial lots, said sums shall be invested by a board of in- 
vestment consisting of the town treasurer and selectmen, and 
will allow interest for the same the first day of January or July 
succeeding such deposits. 

See. 2. The treasurer shall notify the selectmen in writing 
of all sums deposited with him, under section 1, with the date of 
the deposits and the particular purpose or purposes to which 
they are to be applied. 

Sec. 3. The income of said deposits, also any part of the 
principal thereof, designated by the depositors to be expended, 
shall be paid on the order of the selectmen for the purposes which 
they are designed under the provisions of statutes referred to 
in section 1. If in any year the income of such sums of money 
shall not amount to four percent of the principal, the town shall 
make up the deficiency to that percent, and the town shall be 
responsible for keeping the principal intact.

There was $5,000.00 appropriated for general dustlaying and

The price paid per gallon for the oil this year was 18 cents, the 
cost of spraying it out was 114 cents per gallon, so the expenses 
was greater than ever before, it never having cost over 12 cents. 

I think the price will be cheaper next season. In my mind 
the light oil makes a very good road covering, and I would like 
to see ten thousand dollars appropriated at the coming town 
meeting, instead of five thousand; it not only preserves the sur- 
face and laying of the dust, but it prevents the weeds and erass 
from growing and is also a preventative of mud, as the frost does 
not have as good an opportunity to do its work. 


Long Neck Bridge, West Falmouth, 


For which I asked the $1,000.00 last year for repairs, after 
thoroughly examining, I deemed it best to hold the work over 
until nineteen hundred and nineteen, asking for a new appropria- 
tion for the same, or add $1,000.00 to bridge appropriation. 


Chappoquoit Road 
For which I asked an appropriation of $3,000.00 last year for

paslaine a wooden bulkhead to repair damages done by the wash- 
ing away of the sea, has been done, the road put in good condi- 
tion and I would like to ask for $1,000.00 with which to do some 
rip rap work to protect the bulkhead. 


Great Pond Rip Rap. 


The five hundred dollars appropriated at the special town 
meeting, May 10, to prevent the sea from washing away the road 
near Great pond river bridge, has been spent in rip rap work and 
the building of a wall of protection. I shall ask for some extra 
money to do some piling to protect the bridge at Great pond 
river.

The oil road, Waquoit, for which one thousand dollars was 
appropriated, has been widened on the curves and all places re- 
paired, where necessary, with barrels of material belonging to 
that road remaining unused.

The $400.00 credit mentioned in report was money paid con- 
tractors on Hast Falmouth and Hatchville road after the books 
were closed and the report for 1917 had been made up.

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Report of the Harbor Master 


Woods Hole, Jan. 18, 1919. 
Board of Selectmen, 

‘Gentlemen :—I make the report of the Harbor Master for 
year ending Dee. 81, 1918. 

Have looked over all our harbors several times during the 
year and visited some several times each month, those that have 
been used most. Have removed obstructions from the channels, 
located several moorings, have had the channels at Waquoit 
staked out which has been a great help to our boatmen at this 
harbor. The State expended in the neighborhood of fifteen 
thousand dollars ($15,000) in building jetties to improve the 
channel and the indications are it will be a great improvement. 

I did all that I could to have Quissett rebuoyed as the heavy 
ice last winter broke all the buoys off, but owing to the war the 
lighthouse department could not get around to it until late in 
the summer. 

I would report all our harbors are in very good condition. 
We have eight harbors. The new town wharf in the Hel Pond 
harbor hag been used all summer and is in use now. Have had 
the town’s landings cleaned up and in most of the harbors they 
have been very useful. 

I am told that several new and valuable boats are to be 
added to our town by our summer people. I have co-operated 
with our district commander in getting all the boats numbered 
to conform with government regulations.

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Report of the Moth Superintendent 


The nineteenth annual report of the gypsy and brown-tail 
moth work for the year ending December 31, 1918, which is my 
first report as local Moth Superintendent, the office of Tree 
Warden and Moth Superintendent having been divided in 
February, 1918, is herewith submitted: 


GYPSY MOTHS. 


During the past year conditions have been very bad, especi- 
ally throughout the wooded areas of the town. 

The town is not financially able to suppress the moths in the 
back woodlands, neither is it equipped with apparatus sufficient 
to cope with such a vast area. 

It would seem for the best interests of all to protect im- 
proved property and the main traveled roads, rather than the 
wild bush land. 

Assistance can be obtained through the State Forester on 
the matter of supplies and other equipment, the town paying one- 
fifth of the cost of such, in addition to expending its liability; 
other assistance may be obtained if the town will make the neces- 
sary appropriations. 

I would recommend that the town make a suitable appropria- 
tion to meet such conditions as may seem desirable. 


BROWN-TAIL MOTHS. 


The brown-tail moth nests are still decreasing in all sections 
of the town. 
Herein find report of Mr. J. Myrick Bump of the Cranberry 
Growers’ Committee.

During the months of October and December the library was 


closed owing to the epidemic of influenza, otherwise its work has 
followed the usual routine. 

By a reference to the financial report accompanying this, it 
will be seen that the expenditures, excluding special income, have 
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exceeded the appropriation and income from fines, ets., by 
$152.95. A special donation of $200.00 for books was obtained 
from accumulated funds, without which there would have been 
no funds available for the purchase of new books. A moderate 
estimate of the amount which should be expended annually for 
this purpose would be from $400.00 to $500.00. There will be an 
increase of $125.00 in the cost of the fuel. These items with the 
increased cost of supplies, binding of books, repairs of every 
kind, make it evident that an increase of available funds is de- 
sirable, if the library is to continue to give efficient service to the 
town. Having these things in mind, the trustees are asking an 
increase of $500.00 in the appropriation for the present year.

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By-Laws 


Section 1. At every town meeting the meeting shall elect 
subsequent to the election of town officers, fifteen voters of the 
town who shall be known as a finance committee and who shall 
serve without compensation and the moderator shall at each 
meeting appoint a committee of five to retire and nominate fifteen 
voters who shall if elected by the meeting act as the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The persons so appointed shall serve until the ap- 
pointment of their successors at the annual meeting next follow- 
ing. 


Sect. 3. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said commit- 
tee may consider such questions with reference to the conduct of 
the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and may consult 
with any and all officers, boards, and committees of the town 
with reference to matters under their supervision; they shall con- 
sider the various articles in the warrant for any annual or special 
meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall make a 
report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 


Sect. 4. The finance committee may hold hearings, if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless 
authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 5. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town. 
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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—-Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post- 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such ad- 
journed meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned 
meeting. Full notice of every special town meeting, including 
a copy of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to 
every legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date 
of such meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be 
held on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 


Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to 
the moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sests. 332 
and 333.) 


Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage 
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of such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration 
is given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall 
be published in the town report annually. The report shall con- 
tain the reports of all town boards, officers and committees hay- 
ing the control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list 
of the appropriations for the past year and those recommended 
for the coming year, and copies shall be distributed before the 
annual meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two 
weeks before any special town meeting, the last publication to 
be during the week previous to such meeting, all committee 
recommendations and estimates relating to the expenditures of 
money upon which action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE II.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall have 
eustody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town clerk 
may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 85, See. 11.) 


Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their 
hands and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness 
before endorsing the order for their payment by the town treas- 
urer. All such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, 
showing in detail the names of persons to whom payable and the 
purpose for which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 


Sect. 8. Voted that—-No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, 
for final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and 
scrip of the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to 
the commissioners of the sinking fund. 
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Sect. 4. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and commit- 
tees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required 
by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the 
estimated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year, advertise for bids to 
furnish the required amount of coal, and shall award the con- 
tracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal 
shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen 
(said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total contract) 
for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight ofall town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action 
as seems best. 


Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men shall contain :— 


A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past 
year and recommendations of the selectmen for future require- 
ments. 


A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 


A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time 
of the report. 


A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the 
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year, the length and width, cost of construction and amount of 
land damages in each instance. 

A list of betterments during the year. 

Reports of all special committees made at any meetings held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corpora- 
tion during the municipal year. 


ARTICLE TI.—wWater Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5,000 each for the faithful per- 
formance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—-The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations: said re- 
port to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January Ist, 
in each year; the list of such to be published annually in 
the town report, showing the several years in which rates are 
“due and unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—The town authorize and direct the 
water commissioners to make minor extensions of water mains 
when, in their judgment, such action would be for the interest 
of the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the funds 
in their hands, provided that not more than fifteen hundred 
dollars ($1,500) be expended on such extensions in any one year, 
and that a satisfactory bond or agreement be obtained from the 
petitioners to pay a revenue of six per cent. annually for a period 
of five years. 


Sect. 4. The water commissioners shall only make exten- 
sions to the water mains or pipes, under proper contracts for a 
term not less than 5 years which shall return 6 per cent. per an- 
num on the cost of the extension, and not less than 3 per cent. on 
the cost of such extensions for depreciation. 
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ARTICLE IV.—Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to see that all 
boards, committees and officers, except the water commissioners, 
on or before the 5th and 20th day of each month (unless other- 
wise fixed by statute), pay to the town treasurer all sums ex- 
ceeding $10 collected by them previous to that date to the custody 
of which the treasurer is entitled. 


Sect. 2.. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes, script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and re- 
receipted accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, can- 
celled bonds, notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of 
the town which have been paid, unless the performance of these 
duties are otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 
25, See. 72.) 


ARTICLE V.—<Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and 
October, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial 
year, finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may 
not be hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. 
Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE VI.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except 
in the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, 
and it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before 
the close of the financial year to approve all accounts, claims, 
bills and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriations. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, author- 
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ized to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town 
for labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by 
the town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or in- 
directly for himself or for any other person, receive any com- 
mission, discounts, bonus, present or reward from the persons 
making such sale, loan, contract or agreement for furnishing such 
goods, wares, merchandise or money. And no town officer, nor 
any member of a board or committee of the town in his individual 
capacity shall contract or have any interest in a contract with 
the town; except in the case of publicly advertised competitive 
contracts. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 210, Sec. 8.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—At any town meeting when special 
committees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of money 
for expenses of such committee, otherwise the selectmen shall 
not draw orders on the treasurer for either services or expenses. 


Sect. 4. All boards, officers or persons except the water 
commissioners shall on the 80th day of December in each year 
settle their accounts and pay to the town treasurer all moneys 
due on their accounts, unless the 80th falls on Sunday, in which 
case the settlement and payment shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 5. The auditors are authorized and empowered to 
consult the town counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


ARTICLE VII. 


Sect. 1. The tax collector shall on the 5th and 20th of each 
month pay to the town treasurer all moneys to which he may be 
entitled and on the 30th of December in each year the collector 
shall pay to the town treasurer all moneys in his hands belonging 
to the town unless the 30th falls on Sunday in which case the 
payments shall be made on the 29th. 


Sect. 2. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the 
tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders 
countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 
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ARTICLE VIII. 


Sect. 1. All bonds or notes issued in the future by the town 
for a longer period than one year shall be in serial form. 


ARTICLE IX: 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Vouchers for all payments made to 
or due the town treasurer from any board of officials of the town 
shall be sent to the auditors. 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted. by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for 
work on the roads or for any othes service performed. 


Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 


Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference always 
being given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation 
are equal.

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Report of School Committee 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth: 

The School Committee regret to announce that on account of 
the illness of the Superintendent of Schools the complete School 
Report will have to be published later. 

The Committee wish to call attention again to the school 
situation in the eastern part of the town. Thorough repairs 
have been put on the building at Hast Falmouth so that 
conditions there are as comfortable and sanitary and the 
scholars as well cared for as is possible in the present build- 
ing. Every room, however, is full to its capacity so that when 
the population in that section resumes its normal rate of increase 
it will be necessary to provide a larger building. 

Wherever possible we have closed the smaller one-room 
schools and transferred pupils elsewhere. Thisigasaving in sal- 
ary and fuel, and is in accordance with the often expressed policy 
of this board and strongly advised by the State Board of Educa- 
tion, not only for greater economy but for greater efficiency in 
instruction. Your Committee wish to emphasize again the wis- 
dom of looking forward to erecting within a few years a com- 
fortable and commodious modern school building in the eastern 
section of town. 

An unusual situation has developed this fall through the ep: 
demic of Spanish influenza. Before January first school was in 
session only 81 days. This is greatly to be regretted and the 
entire loss for this year is probably irreparable, although it is 
hoped that part of the time can be made up during the remainder 
of the school year. It has seemed a matter of honor, however, as 
well as of good business policy to fulfill all salary obligations. 
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The question of teachers’ salaries demands serious considera- 
tion at this time. For years there has been a universal dissatis- 
faction among school teachers at the salaries paid to that pro- 
fession. A movement has been gaining force to give teachers a 
recompense that would better pay them for the years they spend 
in training and for the quality of service they render. Present 
conditions, the great advance in all living expenses, and the gen- 
eral increase of salaries paid in all lines of work have brought 
us to the point where it is absolutely necessary for us to raise 
our salaries if we wish to compete with any but second rate 
schools. The demand for teachers is great, the supply less than 
ever before and Falmouth must meet the demand for higher 
salaries or fall behind in the standard of her schools. In Sep- 
tember an increase was given in all salaries and another should 
be given this year. 

Your Committee wish, as ever, to have the interest and co- 
operation of the public. We urge parents and all interested to 
visit school frequently and to keep in touch with school affairs.

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Report of the Falmouth Nursing 


Association 


To the Board of Selectmen and the People of Falmouth:— 


The past year has been a very busy one for the Falmouth 
Nursing Association. In addition to the routine of last year, a 
Health Center has been opened in the bungalow on Main street 
in Falmouth. This alone is a realization of progress far in ad- 
vance of most towns in the State. Here the nurse may usually 
be found between eight and nine in the morning and one and two 
in the afternoon, to receive telephone calls, for consultation and 
to give such treatments as may have been recommended by 
physicians. Here also a vital part of the public health work may 
center as it develops. Child welfare is already a real considera- 
tion: for instance, the adenoid and the tonsils are normal gland- 
like structures, which probably have some function; perhaps 
that of the tonsils being the protection of the body, especially 
in childhood, against certain infectious diseases. If these glands 
become diseased it is sometimes necessary to remove them. If 
the adenoid, for instance, becomes too large for the space allotted 
to it, it obstructs the passage for air between the nose and throat 
and perhaps the passages into the ears, causing difficult breathing 
and deafness. This may cause the child to suffer in many ways 
and retard his physical and mental development. Diseased ton- 
sils are a menace to health and an open door to infection. De- 
eayed teeth, also, are a most important factor in ill-health and 
retardation of children. 

For years past the school physicians have, in turn, reiterated 
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the need of skilled supervision of these troubles and have them- 
selves accomplished considerable along these lines. But the 
problem is an ever-present one of alarming dimensions and en- 
tirely beyond the control of the school authorities alone. More- 
over, the child of school age is sometimes past the period in 
which the most effective work can be done. 

The Nursing Association, realizing the seriousness of the 
problem, has equipped a room for minor operations and auether 
room is beautifully equipped for a dental clinic. The latter was 
opened in November. The public health nurse who is also the 
school nurse reported a total of seven children taken to the den- 
tist during the last school year. Nine children were treated the 
first day at the dental clinie and the number will steadily grow 
from week to week. This work should in time show a marked 
change in the health level of our children. It is financed and 
carried on wholly by the Nursing Association in co-operation with 
the school physician. With the elimination of these troubles it 
is safe to expect an increased resistance to contagious diseases 
which affect, not only the child but the taxpayer. Such diseases 
as scarlet-fever and diphtheria are serious drains on the town 
treasury through the necessary quarantine, and a careful study 
of the Town Reports for several years show an interesting rela- 
tionship between the statistics and finances of the School report 
and that of the Board of Health. 

During the past year a pupil in one of the schools was ill 
with diphtheria. Being an isolated case it was difficult to trace 
it to its origin. Part of the program of the nurse is the taking 
of throat cultures when necessary. Cultures were taken in this 
case by the school physician of all the children in the school. An 
apparently healthy child was found to have a positive culture. 
She had recently come from a city where there were known cases 
of diphtheria, and, though well, was a carrier. She was exclud- 
ed from school and there was no further outbreak of the disease. 
Compare this with an outbreak of five years ago which cost the 
town upwards of four hundred dollars. 

Tuberculosis, too, is of vital interest to the town as well as 
to the individual. This disease alone has cost the town. several 
hundred dollars each year in the past. The ministrations of the 
nurse in incipient cases. are valuable. 
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Charles V. Chapin, Superintendent of Health, Providence, 
R. I., has said: ‘‘It is more important to remove adenoids from 
the child than it is to remove ashes from the back yard. It does 
more for health to fill decayed teeth than it does to fill sunken ° 
lots. It is more protection to the public health to detect the first 
signs of tuberculosis in the lungs of a young wage-earner than it 
ig to detect a pinhole opening in a sink pipe.”’ 

One of the chief functions of the public health nurse ig in- 
struction, with the idea of prevention of disease. If her time be 
filled by answering the necessary demand for palliative work, 
i.e., bed-side nursing. She must, in part, sacrifice one to the 
other. During the past year she made nearly two thousand nur- 
sing visits. In December alone, during the influenza epidemic, 
she worked day and night and her record shows the amazing 
number of seven hundred eight visits. The total of all visits 
for the year was three thousand eighty. 

A survey of the township was made last summer by all of 
the State nurses in the interest of Child Welfare Work, and the 
report was filed at the State House. The infant mortality rate 
and that of children under five years of age is comparatively 
low, but the verbal recommendation on this report was first, that 
emphasis be placed on safeguarding the health of the erowing 
child, particularly with regard to dental work; secondly, that the 
field is too large and the work too arduous for one nurse alone 
and that as soon as possible a second nurse should be provided. 

The first recommendation was already near realization in the 
dental clinic; the second is yet to be met. The Nursing Associa- 
tion gratefully acknowledges the appropriation made by the town 
in its favor last year and asks the sustained interest of everyone 
in the township, particularly of the voters, that it may be finar- 
cially possible to enlarge and develop the work of the Associa- 
tion, so that it may be of the greatest possible service to the 
community.
